This is the in­ 
terpretation generally of the letter 
Secretary Glass sent to a commit­ 
tee of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States, which sought a 
governm ent expression on the pro­ 
posed conference of financiers and 
com m ercial leaders to discuss re­ 
construction problems. 
In a blunt statement of the facts 
aft he sees them, Mr. Glass says 
that the Am erican government has 
done all its considers advisable and 
practical for Europe. 
The confer­ 
ence, he added, would 
serve 
to 
cause confusion and revive hopes 
doomed to disappointment of furth­ 
e r government loans. 
Since the signing of the arm is­ 
tice, Mr. Glass 
pointed 
out 
the 
treasury made direct cash advanc­ 
es of $2,381,891,000 to the allied 
governments, and in addition has 
made 
available 
$736,481,000 
to 
those governments through the pur­ 
chase of their currencies in cover­ 
ing United States expenditures in 
Europe, besides the United States 
has sold on credit approximately 
$685,000,000 iii supplies, as well as 
extending one hundred m illion dol­ 
lars in relief.

PRESS CONFERENCE TO 
BE HELD IN CANADA

Washington, Jan. 30.— Decreased 
farm production next year and 
a 
consequent increase in the cost of 
living due to dissatisfaction 
of 
farmers was predicted before the 
senate postoffice committee today 
by Jam es I. Blakeslee, fourth as­ 
sistant postmaster general. 
More 
than 40,000 answers to 200.000 ques­ 
tionnaires, sent to farmers, he said 
indicated a condition disquieting 
and portentous of disastrous con­ 
sequences. 
A report summarizing the con­ 
tents of the farmers answers pre­ 
pared by George L. Wood superin­ 
tendent of the division of rural 
mails was read by Mr. Blakslee, 
declaring that the farmers 
were 
tired of receiving low returns for 
long, hard periods of toil while 
city dwellers lived in “ ease and 
comfort with high wages and short 
hours.” the report said the replies 
received indicated 
hundreds 
of 
farmers had resolved to quit the 
farm entirely, or decrease produc­ 
tion. 
Complaint was made in a m ajori­ 
ty of the replies of high prices paid 
bx consumers as compared with the 
low 
return to farmers, indicating 
an entirely disproportionate profit 
for the middle man. 
Many farm ­ 
ers. the report said, drew compari­ 
son between the hours of labor re­ 
quired of the farmer and his com­ 
pensation with those of the urban 
ite. of which the farm er bitterly 
complains, setting forth the sort 
and luxurious living of the latter 
as compared w ith the hard and bare 
living of the farmer wrho is no 
longer willing to toil and produce 
for the striker, the profiteer and 
the short hours, high wage man. 
A member of the committee re­ 
marked that the replies seem to be 
‘mostly from a bunch 
of 
Bol 
slievisis,” which 
prompted 
Mr. 
Blakslee to say that in his opinion 
the situation was extremely ser­ 
ious.

PREMONITION OF DEATH 
TO MKN DYING ON TRAIN 


Washington, Jan. 
30.— War-risk 
Cerin) insurance, matters not how 
long ii may have been laps**! or 
cancelled, and regardless of how' 
long the former service man may 
have been discharged, may be rein­ 
stated under a new and very liberal 
ruling of far-reaching Importance to 
millions of former service men. The 
ruling was issued today by Director 
R. ( ’. Cholmelev Jones of the Bu­ 
reau of W ar Risk Insurance, with 
the approval of the secretary of the 
usury. 
Hie only conditions are: 
Iw o monthly premiums on 
toe 
amount of insurance to be reinstat­ 
ed must accompany the application. 
The applicant must be in as good 
lealtli as at the date of discharge 
or at the expiration of the grace 
period, whichever is the later date, 
and so state in the application. 
The director s statement says: 
“ The new ruling is the most im­ 
portant liberalization of w'ar risk 
ii sn ran ce since the passage of the 
Sweet bill, and is designed for the 
special benefit of service men who 
failed to reinstate their insurance 
prior to the new law, and who have 
en discharged more than eight­ 
een months. 
Men who have been 
discharged 
less 
than 
eighteen 
months still may reinstate their 
lapsed term insurance at any time 
within eighteen months following 
the month of discharge by comply­ 
ing with the same conditions. 
“ In announcing the new ruling, 
the director desires to emphasize 
the fact that war risk (term ) in­ 
surance may now be made payable 
to any of the following new' and 
enlarged group of beneficiaries. 
“ Parent, grandparent, stepparent, 
wife (or husband), child, stepchild, 
adopted child, grandchild, brother, 
sister, 
half-brother, 
half-sister, 
brother through 
adoption, uncle, 
aunt, nephew, niece, brother-in-law, 
sister-in-lawg persons 
wffio 
have 
stood in relation of a parent to the 
insured for a portion of one year or 
more prior to his enlistment, or in- 
1 :ction, or the child or children of 
r.ch persons, parent, grandparent, 
stepparent or parent through adop- 
ion of the insured’s wife or hus­ 
band. 
“ W ar risk (term ) insurance may 
bi* converted into United 
States 
government insurance, now or at 
any time within five years after 
tile end of the w*ar.

The modification, however, will 
not be laid formally before the coal 
commission, which is to fix the 
new w-age and hour scale until the 
necessity for compromise becomes 
pressing. 
“For purposes of harmony” is the 
reason given by John L. Lewis, 
acting president of the miners. 
When the coal committee started 
its inquiry more than two weeks 
ago, Lewis, in outlining the miners’ 
program, said they still stood on 
the original platform containing de­ 
mands for 60 per cent increase and 
6-hour day. 
“We decided to modify our re­ 
quests some time ago, but when the 
coal committee was appointed w-e 
decided to lay all our cards on the 
table and let their merits be pass­ 
ed on” Lewis said.

Jefferson City, Mo., Jan. 30.—The 
192o Democratic State Convention 
to elect delegates at large to the 
national convention will be held 
in Joplin, March 31, the state com­ 
mittee, in session here, decided 
ate yesterday. 
It also was decided that women 
would have equal representation 
with the men and that they would 
he permitted to select their own 
delegates. 
I he committee adopted resolu­ 
tions indorsing the administration 
of President Wilson, the League of 
Nations and the state administra­ 
tion. 
The resolution concerning 
ident Wilson and tile League 
Nations said in part: 
We heartily indorse the ad­ 
ministration of Resident Wil­ 
son and the recent Democratic 
Congress, and renew our alleg­ 
iance to the President in his 
efforts to secure the approval 
of the treaty of peace and the 
covenant of the League of Na­ 
tions. 
Gov. Gardner was selected tem­ 
porary chairman of the state con­ 
vention. 
The league resolution was report­ 
ed by a committee of which Frank 
H. Farris of Phelps County was 
chairman. 
When Farris had completed the 
reading of the resolution R. 
E. 
O’Malley of Kansas City offered a 
substitute providing that the com­ 
mittee petition the United States 
senate to have the league submit­ 
ted to a referendum. Failing to get 
a second to the motion. O’Malley 
moved that the committee declare 
for the league without reservations. 
That motion also failed to receive 
a second, and O’Malley called upon 
Casimir J. Welch of Kansas City, 
a Justice of the Peace, to second it. 
Welch declined, cheers 
and 
plause following his refusal. 
The convention will comprise at 
least 1583 delegates if only one 
delegate is elected on the basis of 
250 votes cast for Wilson in 1916, 
and for every fraction over 150. 
However, the number of delegates 
may be doubled through a resolu­ 
tion giving the women one-half the 
total number of delegates from any 
county or ward. 
St. Louis will be 
entitled to 296 votes in the conven­ 
tion. or double this number if half 
of its votes is divided with 
the 
women. 


For the most part, the meeting 
was decidedly tame. 
The 
only 
departure from the customary grind 
of such gatherings was the adop­ 
tion of a resolution declaring that 
large numbers of negroes in St. 
Louis, Kansas City and elsewhere 
in the state have organized demo 
cratic clubs and are eager to co­ 
operate with the state committee 
and the party machinery generally, 
and tendering to them, men and 
women, the full support of the 
State Committee. 
James C. Jones and Edward F.

Washington, Jan. 28.— After five 
calls had failed to produce a quo­ 
rum, the senate adjourned late yes­ 
terday in the midst of discussion of 
the bill reported by the m ilitary af­ 
fairs committee providing for ap­ 
proximately $59,500,000 for increas­ 
ed pay for officers and men of the 
army, navy, marine corps, coast 
guard and public health services. 
Consideration of the measure will 
be resumed tomorrow. 
In presenting the bill Senator 
Wadsworth, republican 
of 
New 
York, chairman of the m ilitary com­ 
mittee, said that “ the wives of ar­ 
my officers are 
actually 
selling 
their household linen and other ar­ 
ticles to obtain money enough to 
make both ends meet and neither 
commissioned nor noncommission­ 
ed ctificers can maintain their fam­ 
ilies decently on present rates of 
pay.” 
The bill provides for increases of 
approximately 'S I per ,cent in the 
pay of officers and of 20 per cent 
in the pay of enlisted men, except 
privates in the army and appren­ 
tice seamen in the navy. 
Declaring that 2,200 officers of 
the regular army, or approximately 
20 per cent of the total, had resign­ 
ed in the last eight months, Sena­ 
tor Wadsworth told the senate that 
it must either pay the increased 
cost proposed in the measure or 
find itself “ without any army or 
navy within one or two years.” 
Bricklayers at the W a lte r Reed 
army hospital in this city, Senator 
Wadsworth declared, were drawing 
$9 a day from

while army surgeons at the same 
institution were receiving $6.50 a 
day. 
A series of amendments, offered 
by Senator Trammel, democrat, of 
Florida, designed to grant to pri­ 
vates and apprentice seamen the 
same percentage of incrase propos­ 
ed for officers, were defeated by 
close votes.
